The Governnient have established a new 
monopoly in thé Colony, in the shape of a 
Farm to collect Ashes-from the ships, which 
thea Chamber very strongly disapproved of. 
The principle is radically unsound and is 
very Jikidy to lend to abuses, The recuse 
rent isisters to eteamers entering or leay- 
ing the port through the objectionable 
practice of juuks, trying to cross chair bows, 
Induced the Committee fo tmade a sugges- 
tim te the Government for the better 
regulation of such craft, either by Iny- 
ing down new rules or by throwing 
on the junks the responsibility of 
keeping ou¢ of the way of incoming 
or outgoing steamers. ‘Che Government, 
after considering the matter, decided nor 
tu make any change jn the existing 
regnlaitiona. _ 

The recommend ition of the Chamber for 
the nppeibtment ol ant Health Glen, 
and for these officials to devote their whole 
time te the duties of the post was inet by 
the Governmont wilh approval, the xerinas 
conmseprences of amnesssuy delays lo 
steamers beiny Euliy recognized.
